type of toothbrush bristle is best 
that I hestitate to mention it. Some 
feel that hard bristles can't bend 
enough to get below the gum line to 
remove collected tartar.

damage. I recon it doesn't make a 
whole lot of difference what kind of 
brush one uses as long as he uses it 
properly. 


Another advance in dental care 
are the various water jet devices on 
the market. These are a great help 
in flushing accumulated food from 
between the teeth that a brush just 
can't reach. 
In this candy stuffed society in 
which we live cavities are probably 
the biggest problem among the 
young. When we were small, if we 
were lucky, every once in a while 
we would get a piece of candy. 
When candy is eaten some sugar is 
left in the mouth and bacteria feed 
on it. As the sugar is fed on an acid 
is produced as a by product and 
this 
acid 
attacks 
the 
enamel, 
eventually causing a cavity. This is 
one of the reasons why it is so 
important 
for 
young 
people 
to 
brush properly. There are tables 
now on the market that are chewed 
after brushing and any tooth that is 
not properly cleaned will show a 
red color. This will help break bad 
habits causing improper brushing. 


The 
cost 
of 
dental 
care 
for 
children in a non fluroidated water 
supply is 2 to 3 times as great as in 
one with fluroide. Luckily several 
years ago our city fathers had 
enough foresight to add fluroide to 
our water. There is a bunch of 
argument over how fluroide works 
but most authorities feel that the 
fluroide combines with the enamel 
of the teeth which makes them 
much more resistant to this acid.

Whether spasticity be due 
to spinal cord injury or to 
brain stem and cortical 
lesions such as stroke and 
cerebral palsy, the degree 
of skeletal muscle tension 
induced may be extremely 
high. 
While spasticity is only one
